CHICAGO, October 28.— A crazy crank 


lias done his deadly work Carter 
H. Harrison, five times mayor of .Chi- 
cago and one of the beat kno.wii men in 
the West, lies dead at his home ut 231 
South Aslitand boulevard. 


Three bullets entered hia body, two 


making wounds sufficient to cause death. 


The murder wan committed by Eugene 


Patrick Preudergast, a paper carrier, 
who had declared Mayor Harrison had 
promised to make him corporation coun- 
sel and had not kept his word. This, he 
Biiitl, was the only reason (or committing 
the crime. 


The only person in the house at the 


lime of the shooting heside Mr. Harrison 
was his son, William Preston Harrison, 
aged 25, and servants. 


Shortly bcfon; 8 o'clock the bell rang, 


and when Mary Hanson, a domestic, 
opened the door she was confronted by a 
man about 5 feet 5 high , smooth shaven, 
dean cut features, lit up by a pair of 
dark eyes. 


"Ifi Mr. Harrison in?" asked the man 


in a quiet, pleasant voice. 


"Yea, sir," replied the girl, aa she 


threw open the door to admit his en- 
trance. 
"1 would like to see him, please," said 


the man as he walked toward the back 
end of the 1ml!. 
Harrison was in the dining; room, 


which opened into the rear of the hall, 
and hearing the man ask for him he 
stepped into the hall and walked toward 
Prcndergast. 
Without saying a word 


Premlergast drew a revolver and com- 
menced to fire. He pulled the trigger 
but three timoB and every bullet hit the 
mark. 
• One bullet shuttered Harrison's left 
hand, another passed into the lower 
right side of the abdomen and the third 
bullet entered the chest slightly above 
the heart. This wound was the imme- 
diate cause of death. 


As soon as Prciidergast began to fire 


Hurris-on turned and walked rapidly 
toward the dining room. He paused 
through the room Into the butler's 
pantry, where lie fell to the floor. 


1'rciulergaet did not follow up hia vic- 


tim, but replaced the revolver in his 
puckct with the same deliberation that 
marked all of his actions and started 
toward tho door. Just as ho «-as pass- 
ing out William IVcaton Harrison came 
tearing down stairs and the coachman 
ran into the rear end of tho hall. 


Tho cries of Mary Hansen directed the 


HUH to where his father lay, but tho 
coachman WHS niter other game. Ho hud 
a revolver of his own, and as quickly as 
he realised what bad occurred he sent 
two bullets afU-r the disappearing form 
of the murderer as ho ran into tho 
street, but bath bullets went wild. 


Tliu murderer readied tho sidewalk 


and disappeared. 
Several 
neighlrars 


rushed into the house. Mayor Harrison, 
who realized lie was shot in the heart 
and dying, waa borne to a cot. He sank 
into iuii;ongi'.iouanes.s. nnd twenty min- 
utes later he was dead. 


Itefore tho mayor bad breathed his 


last a patrol wagon, filled with olllcers 
fro mttie Lnkv street station, watulashing 
toward tho mavor'8 house. By thotime 
the ollicttrs arrived all trace of the imir- 
dflivr was lost.

She was 
completely overcome and was taken to 
he house of Carter Harrison, jr., where 
he spent the night.

Harrison 
lad a strong hold on the people, and 
imong his friends indignation against 
lie murderer was intense.

Carter II. Harrison, was born near 
.exington, Ky., February 15, 1825. His 
great-great-gni nd father was the father 
of Benjamin, who was father of Presi- 
lent William Henry Harrison. His 
irandfather waa a first cousin to John 
0. Krcekinridge and Benjamin Ham- 
ion. By tho death of his father bo was 
eft at the age of S to euro for his moth- 
er, who was a daughter of Colonel 
William Hussell of the United States 
irmv, and a northwestern pioneer. T)r. 
Lewis Marshall, a brother of the chief 
Insticc, and father of T. M. Marshall, 
>ru]>urctl him for Yale, where he gnul- 
intud in 134/i. After graduating in law, 
ind traveling abroad two years, he set- 
tled in Chicago in ISfifl, invented in real 
estate, and became wealthy. Ife was 
commissioner of Cook county from 1871 
.0 1874, when he went to congress, scrv- 
ng two years. He attracted considera- 
te attention during the llaycs-Tildcn 
contest. 
Mo introduced a resolution for 


i fiix-venr presidential term, nnd intik- 
ng presidents eligible for ono term only, 
mt senators for life. 


Ho was elected Mayor of Chicago in 


1870, 18SI 1885 ami 1803. 1 n 18S4 he was 
Democratic candidate against Oglesby 
'or governor of Illinois and the same 
fear was delegate-at-largo to tho na- 
,ional convention that nominated Cleve- 
land. After completing his fourth term 
is mayor ho made a trip around the 
world "and wrote "A Haco With the 
Sun." 
In 1880 he visited Alaska and 


the National Park, and his l»ok, "Sum- 
nifr't* Ou'injr," nililM In his lit.«niry 
'nine. In 1891 ho purchased tho Chicago 
I'imcs, which ho edited until elected 
mayor last April and which his sons 
now own. Ho was married in 1855 to 
•iupley Preston. She died in Europe in 
187(i. In 1HS2 he married JMargticriUi 
Stearns, who died in 1887, and he was 
to have been married a fow days hence 
to Miss Anna Howard of Now Orleans. 


At the time of his death ho was a can- 


didate for United Stales senator. Bur- 
ing the past six months he received 
ollicials and delegations visiting the 
World's Fair and different congresses 
and conventions from all parts of the 
Country and the world and his welcome 
addresses constitute n volume of happy 
thoughts and suggestions. His last ad- 
dress was delivered today to visiting 
mayors and municipal ofiicors.

There is no clue to the murderer except 
a large white hat that lie dropped. 
Holman was a prospector and was get- 
ting ready to start out again. It was 
known he had some money, and it ia 
thought the object was robbery, al- 
tliounh the report of tho shooting at- 
tracted a crowd and prevented the assas- 
sin from robbing bis victim.

Henry Olav Daulton waa born in 


Marysville, Ky., April 7.182SI. He was 
tho eighth child in a family of ten. His 


randfather waa a soldier in the war of 
;he Revolution, and his father fought in 
the war of 1812. 


When but a child his father emigrated 


to Missouri, and he received bis educa- 
tion in the public schools of that state. 
• By the loss of his parents when he 
waa but 14 years old, he was thrown 
upon hia own resources, and acquired 
that clement of self reliance which 
cbaracteriezd him in alibis public and 
private business career. 
In company with his brother on April 


7th, 1850, when but 21 years old, Henry 
Clay crossed the'plains in an ox team 
and arrived at Hangtown (now Placer-
